WHIRLEDJO DEATH. 


A Lebanon Professor is Caught by the 
Fly Wheel of a Steam Engine and 
is Whirled to Death. 


Lbbakon, O., Nov. 26.—Prof. Wend- 
lin Zimmerman, of the Normal Univer- 
versitj, while studying the workings of 
the steam engine, at Greel^'s flouring 
mill, preparatory to a lecture upon the 
Bubjeot, yesterday, had an attack of 
dizziness and fell into the pit of the fly 
wheel. His body was w^led by the 
wheel, making 130 revolutions a minute, 
and when the machinery was stopped it 
was found horribly mangled and broken 
to pieces. 


PRINCE BISMARCK. 


Whoever Wishes Peace Must Not At- 
tack German Allies. 


Pbsth, Nov. ^Q.-Pester-Lloyd 
says 
the interview between Prince Bismarck 
and the czar was a dramatic one. 
Prince Bismarck was scarcely able to res- 
train his passion. The czar assured the 
German chancellor that he desired peace 
and did not intend to attack Germany or 
take a part in any coalition against her. 
Prince Bisouarok declared that whoso- 
ever wished peace must not attack Ger- 
many's allies. The czar replied that his 
declaration's regarding Germany applied 
equally to Austria. 
St. Petebsaitbo,. Nov. 26.—The 
Journal de St. Petersburg says: "The 
speech of Emperor William at the open- 
ing of thereitchstag strongly emphasizes 
Germany's pacific tendency." 


The Striking Miners. 
WiiiKEs Babbb, Pa., Nov. 26,—The 
eviction cases of the Stout OoiJ com- 
pany against the striking miners was de- 
cided in favor of the miners this morn- 
ing. The men will hold possession of 
their houses during the remainder of the 
time of the strike and cannot be evicted. 


A Pair of Rascals Indicted. 
CHABiiBSTON, S. O., Nov. 26.—The 
United States grand jury to day indicted 
ex-Postmaater Mentor J. Boggs and John 
F, Biddle, for the forgery of pensioner's 
endorsements upon checlis for quarterly 
payment to Mrs. Agnes Biddly, a pen- 
sioner, died three. years ago. 


Ground to Death. 
Lima, Ohio, Nov. 26.—John Grier, an 
employe at the Lima car works, met 
with a frightful death to-day while at 
work. 
His foot was caught by cog 
wheels, his body being drawn in before 
tbe machinery could be stopped, and he 
was ground to death. 


Burned to Death. 


Evansvillb, 
Ind., Nov. 26.—Mrs, 
Martin and her two children in Hen- 
derson county, Kentucky, were burned 
to death on Wednesday night in a small 
log cabin near Delaware. The house 
caught fire during the night from the 
burning woods. 


The Dakota Flection. 
Bismaboe, Dakota, Nov. 26.—The 
majority for the division, in the entire 
territory, will not exceed 3,000, the total 
vote being about 70,000, only eight 
counties voted against prohibition in the 
territory. 


Hanian Beaten Again. 
SiDNKY, N. S. W., Nov. 26.—A 
Bcnllingrace for the championship of 
the world between Beach and Hanian 
took place on the Nepean river to-day 
and was won by Beach. 


The Boulanger March. 
London, Nov. 26.—During a banquet 
given by the benchers of the temple, 
last night, the prince of Wales ordered 
the band to stop playing the Boulanger 
March.

A Wild Boy Kills His Brother and Sister 
and Then Cats His Own 
Throat. 


Bibmingham. Ala., Nov. 26.—Infor- 
mation reached here last night of a fear- 
ful tragedy near Perida. 
A half-wild 
boy, nam^ Charley Bailer, had wit- 
nessed the killing of the family meat 
Having been gone from the house some 
time one morning with his brother 
and dster, aged 
respectively 
four

six, he came 
back 
alone, 
clothing covered with blood, and tok 
his mother he had killed them, showing 
a sharp butcher knife. 
Following him 
to a point in the woods, near the sTaugh 
ter pen, his mother found her younger 
son and daughter stretched on the ground 
in a pool of blood, with both their throats 
cut. Oharley, shortly afterward, disap- 
peared, and when found, was a few steps 
from the same spot, dead, with his jugu- 
lar vein severed, evidently cut by his 
own hand. 


A Bad Accident.

HELEN M. GOUGAR. 


She Opens the Twelfth Distriet Suffrage 
Convention In an Address On 
'*the Unrestricted Ballot." 


At the opening session of the Twelfth 
District Suffrage convention at theJBerry 
street M. E. church, yesterday after- 
noon, Mrs, Honsh asked heavenly bless- 
ing, and Rev. Mr. Woolpert offered 
prayer, Mr. J. W. Cromwell led the 
singing, with Miss Gorsline at tbe>rgau. 


Mrs. Helen M. Gougar, of Lafayette, 
explained the objects of the district con- 
vention as outlined in Thb Sbntineii 
yesterday, and took occasion to pay her 
respects to violators of the ]iqnor law. 


Mrs. Gougar was followed by Rev. F. 
G. Browne, Rev. D. O. Woolpert, 
Messrs. Barbour, Cromwell and others. 
Rev. Mr. Browne pronounced the bene- 
dletion. 


Last evening Rev. Mr. Browne epened 
the devotions, and then Mrs. Gougar 
addressed the convention on her subject, 
"The Unrestricted Ballot." 


The lady is familiar to Fort Wayne 
people having lectured here before. 
Since that time she has traveled exten- 
sively in Europe as the representative of 
the Chicago Inter Ocean and Indian- 
apolis Journal, making a study of socio- 
logical problems. She has also partici- 
pated in the municipal campaigns in 
Kansas, and her remarks upon the work- 
ings of the new suffrage law in the grass- 
hopper state were most entertaining. 
She expressed herself strongly in favor 
of unrestricted suffrage, and held that 
to attempt the cure of existing evils by 
limiting the ballot would precipitate 
anarchy in its worst form. In support of 
this theory she advanced numberless ar- 
guments, and her story of the fight in 
Kansas was enough in itself, almost, to 
convince the skeptical. 


Mrs. Gougar, personally, is very pre- 
posssessing. She speaks rapidly, though 
every syllable is so plainly enunciated as 
to be understood in the most remote cor 
ner, and in her bearing on the rostrum 
she impresses one as a lady who has com- 
pletetly mastered the art of forensic de- 
bate. She held her audience for over an 
hour and a half, and the interest through- 
out was unflagging. 


THS AFTBBNOON SESSION. 


At the afternoon session of the asso- 
ciation, Mesdames 
Anthony, Sewall, 
Wallace and Gougar were present. Mrs. 
Sewall outlined the local, state and 
national work, and then a committee was 
appointed to choose the officers of the 
district and local suffrage associations. 


During the deliberations of the com- 
mittee, Mesdames Nelson and Wilson, of 
Logansport, were called on by Mrs. 
Gougar, who, after hearing their declin- 
ations, called on Miss Susan B, Anthony 
for a brief talk. 


The meeting closes to-night when all 
the distinguished ladies named will be 
heard.

Portions of old Rome are now disap- 
pearing, notably the Ghetto, or Jewish 
quarter, and New Rome is increasing: so 
fast that its greater uprising buildings 
look not unlike those of New York, 
were it not for that poetry of color— 
piak, yellow, terra cotta, and pale blue 
—in which the Italians so much de- 
light. 
Great changes are going on over 
the Eternal City—excavations in the 
Forum and elsewhere are being liber- 
allv pushed, and sanitary measures en- 
forced. Whole streets of fine buildings 
are replacing ruin and debris, and, as 
f its 360 churches were not enough, St, 
John Lateran, where all the Popes are 
crowned, has been enlarged to a sur- 
prising extent, while St. Paul beyond 
the walls, which to my mind is quite as 
splendid as St. Peter's has now a com- 
pleted facade. Growth and enterprise 
are marks of our time even in old 
Rome, stimulated, no doubt, by the 
constant stream of tourists, but en- 
couraged also by the wise policy of 
Bang Umberto, who loves his people 
and is idolized by them.—Albany Ar- 
gtis.

Fort Wayne's Opportunity to Get Natur- 
al Gas. 


The following article is contributed by 
a prominent business man: 


Whether this city shall have natural 
gas merely as a great comfort and lux- 
ury, or whether in addition, it shall be- 
made the means of effecting a great sav- 
ing to our people and giving a tre- 
mendous impetus to the growth and de- 
velopment of our town, depends entire- 
ly upon the auspices under which the 
work is done. 


The Standard Oil company stands 
ready to pipe the gas to Fort Wayne 
under a schedule of prices which will 
give us the best fuel in the world at a 
slight reduction on the present price of 
coal and wood. It has, in fact, already 
asked the council indirectly for a fran- 
chise based on such a schedule. 


Were this the best that could be done 
the writer would strongly urge that 
the necessary franchise be granted and 
the company allowed to begin opera- 
tions. The comforts and convenience of 
gas as a fuel, its cleanlinesc», the facility 
with which it is regulated and handled, 
idl go to render it aa far ahead of coal 
and wood as a fuel as gas as a light is 
ahead of the tallow dip of' fifty years 
ago. 


But the writer believes that this 
s not the best that can be done. We 
believe that there are means which may 
be employed which will result in giving 
us natural gas under such conditions 
that we whtdl be able to control the busi- 
ness ourselves, furnish fuel at something 
near its costs, save our people thousands 
upon thousands of dollars annually, put 
the profits of the business into the city's 
treasury and make the gas a means of 
wonderfully increasing the growth and 
development of Fort Wayne. 


Mr. S. M. Foster in a recent com- 
munication to the Daily News, sug- 
gested one way in which this might pos- 
sibly be done. The plan in brief is: 


Let the city make a contract with 
some organization of capitalists who 
shall do the work under the supervision 
and direction of the city; the contract to 
be that the city shall rent the works for 
a 
number 
of 
years, 
the price 
of rental to be a certain per cent, 
on the actual cost of construction. The 
city to have the right to buy the worka 
at their cost after a certain period, 


All unite in saying that if the above 
plan, when properly worked out, is feas- 
ible; it provides the means of giving us 
gas in just the way we ought to have it. 


Those who have given the matter 
some thought, declare that there is 
nothing to prevent the carrying of this 
idea into execution. The statutes of the 
state expressly give to cities the power 
to construct and operate gas works. The 
celebrated Valparaiso case settles the 
question as to whether this method con- 
flicts with the 2 per cent constitutional 
limitation. Valparaiso, it will be re- 
membered, desired to secure water works 
after having reached the limit of indebt- 
edness allowed by law. 
She proceeded 
on just the plan Mr. Foster suggest 
She contracted to rent the water works 
from a company which should build 
them, at an annual rental of $6,000 per 
year, for twenty years. 
The supreme 
court held in substance that this was not 
contracting a debt in the constitutional 
sense of the term, provided the city 
made provisions for paying the rent^ 
from her current resources. 


It is worth noting that Chicago, 
hemmed in by a similar constitutional 
limitation, is just moving in tbe line of 
the above suggestion. At the last meet- 
ing of her council the following resolu- 
tion was passed. 


Resolved, That a committee, consist- 
ing of the mayor and two aldermen be 
appointed to negotiate with the several 
gas companies of the city for a lease of 
their properties for the term of ninety- 
nine years, or such other arrangements 
as may be agreed upon ,and report to 
this council. 


What Chicago and Valparaiso can do. 
Fort Wayne can also do, and we ought 
to lose no time in setting the ball in 
motion.

Deer-Hunting in the Wilds of North- 
ern Wisconsin and. Upper. 
Michigan. 


Some Seasonable Siiggestious to Hunt' 
ers—Nortliwestern Game and 
Game Laws.

and scores of hunters have been en- 
^gaged in slaying them in the wilds of 
Northern Wisconsin and Upper Michi- 
gan. 
Sportsmen from all over the 
country now regularly visit Northern 
Wisconsin, and the deer runs of thi^ 
section are justly famous. 


Hunting with dogs is not allowed, 
but they are used all the same. 
Deer 
hunting is one of the most exhilarating 
of sports. 
Hunters generally go in 
parties. 
After striking camp every- 
thing is made pleasant for a few weeks' 
stay. The day begins at .4 o'clock in 
the morning when the cook is stirring 
about prepating breakfast. At this 
meal bacon is apt to preponderate, with 
side dishes of hard-tack and, of course, 
iha ever-present and indispensable cof- 
fee-pot. Thereafter, when deer have

been shot, the stacks of venison steak 
piled upon the breakfast table loom up 
in the firelight like monuments to the 
memory of departed festivals. 
A 
hearty meal is followed by the depart- 
ure of hunters, guides and dogs, «the 
camp being left in charge of a solitary 
individual. Each hunter has been pre- 
viously assigned his position on the 
* runwav," and as the day grows older 
these places are filled by the proper 
hunters. 


Each hunter having taken his place, 
guides and dogs plunge deeper into 
the forest and so dispose themselves as 
to surround a tract agreed upon, and 
to drive the deer it may contain in the 
direction of the waiting sportsmen and 
along the "runway." Now the dogs 
come into play. They have been led 
along two by two in leash. 
Knowing 
that the time has come for them to 
take part in the day's sport, they act 
accordingly. 
With nose high in the 
air and quivering nostrils they strive to 
make out the invisible record of the 
calm, cool air. They are freed from 
their chains and dash about in every 
direction, apparently as mad as dogs 
i^an be. At last one veteran with a 
nose of supernatural powers drops 
that nose suddenly to the ground. 


Two by two the intelligent beasts 
odart along the trails they have scented, 
«very moment bringing them nearer to 
the affrighted deer lying or standing in 
some shadowy nook of the forest. 
Meanwhile the hunter, a mile or more

away, notes the "dee^mouthed baying 
of the hounds," and interprets its sig- 
nificano«. Intense expectation is an 
emotion no one can long endure un- 
moved. The steadiest of muscles final- 
ly share the nervous tremors and the 
hunter's hands shake. 
The "buck- 
fever" seizes him in its pitiless em- 
brace. He could not now be certain of 
bitting a barn-door, let alone a swiftly 
moving deer. He fervently hopes a 
deer,won't come his way. In this he is 
often disappointed, for, when his fever 


is at its height, the bnshes above the 
runway part and a deer's graceful^orm 
glides by. Then follows a haxtnless, 
wild shot. The fever is broken and so 
is the hunter's spirit. Better luck falls 
to snme other member of the party. 
He fires and brings down a hundred 
pounds of y^nison. That u'g)it there 
are steaks galore, a cosy chat and 
smoke by the roaring tire—while the 
guides unite their voices in lusty, word- 
less songs—^^and an early entrance into 
the land of dreams ends the day. The 
new law will do away with dogs. There 
is just as much sport hunting without 
them.

should take a w^l-tent and equipment. 
Cooking utensils, tin dishes, saw, ax, 
nails, spade, lantern, twine, and a rub-

ber coat, in addition to a heavy suit, 
must be taken along. 
The provisions 
must include flour, corn meai, pota- 
toes, canned 
fruit, lemons, coffee, 
sugar, salt, bacon, salt pork, dried 
beef, crackers, cake, and butter. 
All 
these may be taken from home, or all 
or part procured at the town nearest 
the camping place. 
It is well not to 
forget that people camping are gen- 
erally blessed with good appetites, and 
that substantial food is generally more 
relished than dainties. 


The spot for a camp must be care- 
fully 
selected. 
It 
should 
be in 
a 
sheltered 
spot, 
and it should 
be remembered that a place which 
is shady in 
the morning is often 
exposed to the sun during the latter 
part of the day. It is better to have 
the sun strike in between nine in the 
morning and four in the afternoon than 
earlier or later. 
If the tent is on slop- 
ing ground—and it is well to have it 
so—the opening of the tent should 
face down the slope. The beds should 
be made with their heads toward the 
back of the tent. Any one who once 
tries the experiment of sleeping across 
instead of up and down a slope will 
not care to repeat it. 


The tent should be put up in a man- 
ner secure enough to prevent it from 
sagging or coming down with wind or 
rain. Even a blanket shelter can be 
put up so as to withstand an ordinary 
wind and a good hard rain storm. 


The tent should be pitched near a 
good spring of water, even if it is, as 
most probably will be the case, on the 
bank of a river or the lake shore. 


The place for the fire and cooking 
should be at a little distance from the 
tent or tents. A rude table can be 
built up against a large tree with a few 
boards, or made of a packing box. A 
number of nails and hooks should be 
put in the trunk of the tree for hanging 
up the cooking utensils. A wire should 
be stretched from one tree to another.

The Temperature of the Skin. 


The experiments of Davy long ago 
demonstrated irrefutably that the tem- 
perature of the interior of the body 
varied little in man with race, climate, 
or season; yet it is familiar to all that 
the temperature of the skin varies con- 
siderably in different parts, the ex- 
tremities, for example, and those parts 
of the skin in which the circulation is 
feeble being cooler than other parts. 
Quite recently some interesting experi- 
ments to determine these variations of 
the surface have been made by Prof. 
Kunkel at Wurzburg. Taking the skin 
of the face in. the first instance, he finds 
that in men from twenty to thirty years 
of age it varies from eiajhty-five to 
eighty-nine degrees F., with an ap- 
proximate average of eighty-eight de- 
grees. The skin of the more exposed 
parts of the body, as the tip of the 
nose and the lobules of the ear, in 
which the circulation is low and feeble, 
exhibited a low temperature, not ex- 
ceeding in many instances seventy-five 
degrees, or even descending as low as 


71.5 degrees. 
The skin covering the 
muscular portion of the body is warmer 
than that over the bones and tendons. 
Contraction of the muscles caused the 
temperature of the superjacent portion 
of the skin to rise one degree or more. 
The decrease of temperature from the 
skin to the outer covering in a room at 
a temperature of sixty-three degrees 
was as follows : On the skin eighty- 
eight degrees, on the linen shirt eighty- 
two degrees, on the vest seventy-five

on which dish-towels can be dried or 
buckets or baskets suspended out of 
the way. A wire is better than a r o ^ , 
as insects are not so apt to use it as a 
highway. 


A fire may be made against a stump 
or log, but a much more convenient 
one for cooking can be made in a camp 
fire-place built in the following man- 
ner: Cut stakes two feet long from 
green trees, and drive them into the 
groimd about a third of their length, 
so as to inclose an oval space about 
four feet long and three feet wide, with 
an opening eighteen inches wide at one 
end. The stakes should be driven 
about six inches apart. 
Small ^reen 
twigs are next woven in and out be- 
tween the stakes, to make a rough, 
open basket-work, and the inside is so 
thickly plastered with wet clay or mnd 
that the stakes are covered several 
inches thick. The outside is then banked 
up with earth and covered over with 
sod. Two upright stakes, one at each 
side of the fire, and a crosspiece laid 
in their forked ends, make a place for 
suspending the kettles. 
Green sticks 
or iron bars laid across from side to 
side of the fireplace form supports for 
the coffee-pot, frying-pan and broiler. 
Iron bars do not burn out, but as they 
are heavy and a trouble to carry, and 
green wood is plenty and the sticks 
can be renewed whenever they get dry 
enough to burn, it is usually better to 
use them than bother with the bars. 


Game may be killed in the State of

USEFUL SUGGESTION». 


ANY common writing ink can be 
made glossy by adding to it a little gum 
arable or white sugar. lif thç latter 
be used care must be had not to use too 
much sugar, else the mixture will be 
stickj when dry, and if too much of 
either gum or sugar be used the 
ink will become too thick too flow 
well. 


THE following mixture is given by a 
correspondent in L'Industrie Textile as 
suitable for waterproofing all kinds of 
woven fabrics: 
Linseed 
oil, 77.0; 
acetate of lead, 1.845; lithai-ge; 10.0; 
amber earth, 0.4; vegetable wax, 1.3; 
soap powder, 1.2; Manilla gum. 0.7; 
lampblack, 4.0; essence of turpentine, 
2.0; India rubber varnish, 1.555; total, 
100. 


THE Guide Scientifique gives the fol- 
lowing method of making artificial 
whetstones: Gelatine of good quality 
is dissolved in its own weight of water 
the operation being conducted in a dark 
room. To the solution IJ per cent, 
bichromate of potash is added, wliich 
has previously been dissolved in a 
little water. A quantity of very fine 
emery, equal to nine times thé weight 
of the gelatine, is intimately mixed 
with gelatine 
solution. 
jPulverized 
flint may be substituted for emery. 
The mass is molded into, any desired 
shape and is then consolidated by 
heavy pressure. 
It is dried by ex- 
posure to strong sunlight for several 
hours. 


To BUILD a chimney that will draw 
forever and not fill up with soot, you 
must build it large and sixteen inches 
square; use good brick and clay instead 
of lime up to the comb; plaster it in- 
side with clay mixed with salt; for 
chimney tops use the very best of 
brick. Wet them and lay them in ce- 
ment mortar. The chimnjey should 
not be built tight to beams or rafters, 
as most chimneys settle a little, and if 
too tight between the beams and rafters 
there is where the crack iu your 
chimneys comes and where the most 
of the fires originate, as the chimney 
sometimes gets red hot. A chimney 
built from cellar up is better and less 
dangerous than one hung on the wall. 
Don't get your stovepipe hole so close 
to the ceiling, eighteen inches from it. 
— The Builder. 


IN dealing with a cellar in springy 
ground, the first thing to be done to 
make it dry, says the Sanitary Enoi- 
neei-, is to provide some chance for the 
water to run away before getting into 
the cellar. This may be done by lay- 
ing a two-inch tile drain pipe in a 
trench dug all aroiuid the foundation 
outside of the walls, and from one foot 
to two feet below the cellar floor. Put 
this pipe together without mortar and 
cover it with cobblestones to keep out 
the dirt and sand. If it be not prac- 
ticable to lay the drain outside it may 
be laid inside of the cellar walls, di- 
rectly in the cellar floor; but the opera- 
tion of such a drain is less efticient. 
The b\ck-filling of the cellar walls 
should be porous enough to allow the 
water to go directly into the drain. 


THE MiUinq World thus describes 
how to lace rubber belts properly: The 
belts should be placed on the pulleys 
as tightly as possible. This can be 
best done by the use of belt clamps, 
except in the case of very narrow 
belts. In all cases the belt should be 
cut about one-eighth of an inch less 
than the distance around the pulleys 
with a tape line. The seam of the belt 
should always be on the outside. 
For 
narrow belts butt the two ends to- 
gether, make two rows of holes in each 
end, thus obtaining a double hold, and 
lace with lace-leather. For wide belts 
put in addition on the back a strong 
piece of leather or rubber, and sew or 
rivet it to the belt. If the belt should 
slip it should be lightly moistened with 
boiled linseed oil; animal oil will ruin 
the belt. 
If one application does not 
produce the desired result repeat until 
it does. The belts will be greatly im- 
proved and their durability increased 
by coating the surface lightly with a 
composition made of equal parts of 
black lead and litharge mixed with 
boiled linseed oil and Japan, enough 
to cause it to dry quickly; the effects 
of this will be to produce a finely pol- 
ished surface. 


Cleaning Costly Fabrics. 


A careless waiter or an accident at 
the dinner-table may cause the appar- 
ent ruin of laces, silks or velvets worth 
large sums of money. 
If the lady 
tries to clean them herself she makes 
matters worse, and makes it impossi- 
ble for the professional cleaners to do 
anything with them afterwards. These 
cleaners have peculiar methods in ren- 
ovating these delicate fabrics, and 
many of them they will not reveal, as 
they are secrets of their trade. 


"The treatment of fine laces," said a 
cleaner, "is an expensive and trouble- 
some process. A thick blanket of soft 
rags is sewed around the bottle, and on 
this the lace is pinned. It is quite im- 
possible to rub lace, as it would tear 
it to pieces. The bottle is then placed 
in a bath of soapy warm water. After 
soaking for twenty minutes it is boiled 
for some time and then allowed to cool. 
It is dipped in several baths of clear 
water until all the soap seems to be 
removed. The lace is then removed 
from the bottle, and after part of the 
water is driven out by gentle pressure 
it is hung up to dry. 


"After a time it is laid on a soft 
cloth to dry still more. 
When still 
slightly damp, it is placed on a hair 
cushion covered with flannel, and it is 
fastened there with lace pins. This is 
a work of skill and patience. A pin is 
passed through each loop, and a twist 
is given before the pin is fastened. 
Sometimes the loop is drawn straight, 
and sometimes not, the operator seek- 
ing to follow the original designs of 
the lace. When quite dry the lace is 
sponged with a weak solution of gum- 
arabic, and when dry again it is almost 
as good as new. 


"The method of cleansing velvet is a 
secret. It can be greatly freshened by 
steaming it over boiling water, care 
being taken to expose the wrong side 
of the velvet to the steam; but this is 
useful only where the damage is not 
very great. 
I can tell you only that 
the process is a dry one, and chalk is 
used in it. 
Velvet that has been wet 
is hard to treat, but we have been able 
to do wonders with it. 


"It is a very conuucn thing for ac- 


tresses to bring elaborate silk and satin 
eostnme» 
be renesed» and we. alsa 
have many fine ball dresses. We do 
not take them apart, but cleanse them 
as they are. 
They are first dipped in 
a bath of naphtha, and this removeft 
ink, champagne and many other stains 
Then they go intp a bath of pure ben 
zine, which takes out all the grease 
They are softly rubbed in these baths 
and any spots remaining are treated 
with oxalic ac d. They are rinsed out 
iu warm water, and dried over steam 
coils. To iron them would harden the 
silk and make it shiny, so it is run 
over steam rolls or ironed between 
flannels. 
We have, ironers w^hose bus 
iness is to iron dresses, and when they 
have finished a dress it looks new 
Mildew is removed by oxalic acid. 
Exchange.

on us is soporific. The auditor guesses at 
the start just what the preacher will say. 
' There are very important chapters and 
•erses that have never been preached 
from. Much of my lifetime I am devoting 
to unlocking these gold chests and blast- 
ing open these quarries. 
We talk about 
the heart, and preach about the heart, and 
Bing about the heart, but if you refer to 
the physical or^an that we eall the heart, 
J^it has not half so much to do with spiritnal 
health or .disease, moral exaltation, or 
spiritual depression, as the organ to the 
consideration of which Solomon calls us 
)fin the text, when he describes sin pro- 
'gressing "till a dart strike through his 
liver. 


Solom&n'B anatomical and physiological 
discoveries were so very great that he was 
nearly 3,000 years ahead of the scientists 
of his day. 
He, more than 1,000 years be- 
I fore Christ, seemed to know about the 
. circulation of the blood, which Harvey 
discovered 1,619 years after Christ, for 
when Solomon in Ecclesiastes, describing 
the human body, speaks of the pitchcr at 
the fountain, he evidently means the three 
canals leading from the heart that receive 
the blood like pitchers. 
When he speaks 
in Eccl&siastes of the silver cord of life, 
he evidently means the spinal marrow, 
about which in our day Doctors Mayo, and 
Carpenter, and Dalton, and Flint, and 
Brown-Sequard have experimented. 
And 
Solomon recorded in the Bible thousands 
of years before scientists discovered it, 
that in his time the spinal cord relaxed in 
eld age, producing the tremors of hand 
and head: 
"Or the silver cord be loosed." 


In the text he reveals the fact that be 
had studied the largest gland of the human 
system, the liver, not by the electric light 
of the modern dissecting room, but by the 
dim light of a comparatively dark age, and 
yet had seen its important function in the 
God built castle of the human body, its 
selecting and secreting power, its curious 
sells, its elongated, 
branching tubes, a 
divine workmanship in central, and right, 
and left lobe, and the 
hepatic artery 
through which God conducts the crimson 
tides. 
Oh, this vital organ is like the eye 
of God in that it never sleeps. 
Solomon 
knew of it an<i had noticed either in vivi- 
section or post-mortem what awful attacks 
sin and dissipation make upon it, until 
with the iiat oH Almighty God it bids the 
body and soul separate, and the one it 
commands to the grave, and the other it 
sends to judgment. 
A javelin of retribu- 
tioh, not glancing off or making a slight 
wound, but piercing it from side to side 
"till the dart strike through the liver." 
Galen and Hippocrates ascribe to the liver 
the most of the world s moral depression, 
and the word 
melancholy means black 
bile. 


I preach to you this morning the Gospel 
of Health. 
In taking diagnosis of the 
diseases of the soul you must also take the 
diagnosis of the diseases of the body. 
As 
if to recognize this, one whole book of the 
New Testament was written by a physi- 
cian. 
Luke was a doctor, and he dis- 
courses much of physical effects, and he 
tells of the good Samaritan's medication 
of the wounds by pouring in oil and wine, 
and recognizes hunger as a hindrance to 
hearing the Gospel, so that the 5,000 were 
fed; and records the sparse diet of the 
' prodigal away from home and the extin- 
guished eyesight of the beggar away from 
home, and lets us know of the hemorrhage 
of the wounds of the dying Christ and the 
miraculous 
post-mortem 
resuscit ation. 
And ai^y estimate of the spiritual condi- 
tion that does not include also an estimate 
of the physical condition is incomplete. | 
When the door-keeper of Congress fell j 
dead from excessive joy because Burgoyne : 
had surrendered at Saratoga, and Philip , 
the Fifth of Spain dropped dead at the !

Cardinal Wolsey expired as a result of 
Henry the Eighth's anathema, it was dem- 
onstrated that the 
body and soul are 
Siamese twins, and when you thrill the one 
with joy or sorrow you thrill the other. I 
We might as well recognize the fact that i 
there are two mighty fortresses in the hu- | 
man body, the heart and the liver; the j 
heart the fortress of all the graces, the j 
liver the fortress of all the furies. 
You | 
may have the head filled with all intellect- 
ualities, and the ear with all musical ap- 
preciation, and the mouth with all elo- 
quence, and the hand with all industries, 
and the heart with all generosities, and yet 
"a dart strike through the liver." 


First, let Christian people avoid the mis- 
lake that they are all wrong with God be- 
cause they suffer from depression of spirits. 
Many a consecrated man has found his 
spiritual sky befogged, and his hope of 
Heaven blotted out, and himself plunged 
chin deep in the Slough of Despond, and 
he said: "My heart is not right with God, 
and I think I must have made a mistake, 
and instead of being a child of light I am 
a child of darkness. 
No one can feel as 
gloomy as I feel and be a Christian." 
And 
he has gone to his minister for consolation, 
and he has collected Flavel's books, and 
Cecil's books, and 
Baxter's books, and 
read and read and read, and prayed and 
prayed and prayed, and wept and wept and 
wept, 
and 
groaned and groaned and 
groaned. 
My brother, your trouble is not 
with the heart, it is a gastric disorder or a 
rebellion of the liver. 
Yon need a phy- 
sician more than yon do a clergyman. 
It 
is not sin that blots 
out your hope of 
Heaven, but bile. 
It not only yellows 
your eyeball, and furs your tongue, and 
makes your head ache, but swoops upon 
yonr.sonl in dejections and forebodings. 
The devil is after yon. 
He has failed to 
despoil yonr character, and he does the 
next best thing for him—he raffles yoor 
peace. of mind. 
When he says that you 
are n^t a'fori^iven sonl, when he says that 
yon air45 not right with God. when he says 
that yon will never get to Heaven, he lies. 
Yon are jnst as snre of Heaven as though 
yon were there already. 
But Satan, find- 
ing that he cannot keep yon out off 
the OTomised land of Canaan, has deter- 
mined that the spies shall not bring yon 
any of the Eschol grapes beforehand, and 
that yon shall have nothing hat prickly 
pear and erab-apple.

I do not want any of your profli- 
gate or atheistic doctors around my loved 
one,8 when the balances of life are trem- 
bling. 
A doctor who has gone through the 
medical college and in dissecting room has 
traversed 
the wonders of 
the 
human 
mechanism, and found no (îod in any of 
the labyrinths, is a fool, and cannot doctor 
me or mine. 
But, oh, the Christian doc- 
tors! What a comfort they have been in 
many of our households. 
And they ought 
to have a warm place in our prayers,as well 
as praise on our tongues. 
Dear old Dr. 
Skillman! My father's doctor, my moth- 
er's doctor, in the village home. 
He car- 
ried all the confidences of all the. families 
for ten miles around. 
We all felt better 
as soon as ^e saw him enter the house. 
His Iface pronounced a beatitude before 
he said a word. 
He welcomed all of us 
children into life, and he closed the old 
people's eyes when they entered the last 
slumber. 
I think I know what Christ said 
to him when the old doctor got through his 
work. 
I think he was greeted with the 
words: "Come in, doctor. I was sick and 
ye visited me!" I bless God that the num- 
ber of Christian physicians is multiplying, 
and some of the students of the medical 
colleges are here to-day, and I hail you, 
and I bless you, and I ordain you to the 
tender, beautiful, heaven-descended work 
of a Christian physician, and when you 
take your diploma from the Long Island 
Medical College, to look after the perish- 
able body, be sure also to get a diploma 
from the skies to look after the imperish- 
able soul. 
Let all Christian physicians 
unite with ministers of the gospel in per- 
suading good people that it is not because 
God is against them that they sometimes 
feel depressed, but because of their dis- 
eased body. 
I suppose David, the psalm- 
ist, was no more pious when he called on 
everything huiaan and angelic, animate 
and inanimate, and from snowflalce to hur- 
ricane, to praise God, than when he said: 
"Out of the depths of hell have I cried 
unto thee, O, Lord;" or that Jeremiah was 
any better when he wrote his prophecy 
than when he wrote his "Lamentations;" or 
that Job was any better when he said: 
"I 
know that my Redeemer liveth," than 
when covered iill over with the pustules of 
elephantiasis he sat in the ashes scratch- 
ing the scabs off with a broken piece of 
pottery; or that Alexander Cruden, the 
concordist, was any better man when he 
compiled the book that has helped 10,000 
students of the Bible, than when under 
the power of physical disorder he was 
handcuffed and straight waistcoated in 
Bethnal Green Insane Asylum. 


"Oh," says some Christian man, "no one 
ought to allow ph^'sical disorder to depress 
his soul. 
He ought to live so near to God 
as to be always in the sunshine." 
Yes, 
that is good advice; but 1 warrant that you, 
the man who gives the advice, have a 
sound liver. ' Thank God every day for 
healthful hepatic condition, for, just as 
certainly as you lose it, yon will some- 
times, like David, and like Jeremiah, and 
like Cowper, and like Alexander Cruden, 
and like 10,000 other invalids, be playing a 
dead march en the same organ with which 
now you play a toccata. 
My object at this 
point is not only to emolliate the criticisms 
of the well against those in poor health, 
but to show Christian people who are 
atrabilarious what is the matter with them. 
Do not chvge against the heart the crimes 
of another portion of your prg^ism. 
Do 
not conclude that because the path of 
Heaven is notarbored with as fine à foliage, 
or the banks beautifnlly Snowed under with 
exquisite chrysanthemums as once, that 
therefore yon are on the wrong road. 
The 
road will bring yon out at the same gate 
whether yen walk with the stride of an 
athlete or come i|p on crutches. 
Thou- 
sands of Christians, morbid about their ex- 
periences, and moibid about their busi- 
ness, and morbid abont the present, and 
morbid about the future, heed the sermon 
I am now preaching. 


Another practical use of this subject is 
for the young. 
The theory is abroad that 
they must first sow their wild oats, and 
afterward Michigan wheat. 
Let me break 
the delusion. 
Wild oats are generally 
sown in the liver and they can never be 
pulled up. 
They so prepçctipy that organ 
that there is no room for the implantatldn 
of a righteous crop. 
You see aged men 


the devil, and these mortgages are now be- 
ing foreclosed, and all that remains of 
their earthly estate the undertaker will soon 
put out of sight. 
Many years ago, in ful- 
fillment of my text, a dart struck through 
their liver, and it is there yet. 
God for- 
gives, but outraged physical law never, 
never, never. 
That has a Sinai, but no 
Cavalry. 
Sqlomon in my text knew whát 
he was talking about. 
He had in early 
life been a profligate, and he rises up on 
his throne of worldly splendor to shriek 
out a wafning to all the centuries. 
Davi^, 
bad in early life, but good in later life, 
cries , out with an agony of earnestness: 
"Kemember not the sins of my youth." . 


Stephen A, Douglas gave the name of 
"squatter sovereignty" to those who went 
out West and took possession of lands and 
held them by ri^t of preoccupation. 
Let 
a flock of sins settle on your heart before 
you get to 25 years of age, and they will 
in all probability keep possession of it by 
an infernal squatter sovereignty. 
" I prom- 
ise to pay at the bank $500 six months 
from date," says the promissory note. 
"I 
promise to pay my life thirty years from 
date at the bank of the grave," says every 
infraction of the laws of yonr physical 
being. 


What? 
AV^ill a man's body never com- 
pletely recover from early dissipation in 
this world? Never. 
How about the world 
to come? Perhaps God will fix it up in 
the resurrection body so that it will not 
have to go limping' through all eternity; 
but get the liver thoroughly damaged and 
it will stay damaged. 
Physicians call it 
cancer of the liver, or hardening of the 
liver, or cirrhosis of the liver, or inflamma- 
tion of the liver, but Solomon puts all 
these pangs into one figure and says: "Till 
the dart strike through his liver." 


Hesiod seemed to have some hint of this 
when he represented Prometheus for his 
crimes fastened to a pillar and an eagle 
feeding on his liver, which was renewed 
again each night, so that the devouring 
went on antil finally Hercules slew the 
eagle and rescued Prometheus. 
And a 
dissipated early life assures a ferocity 
peckini; away and clawing away year in 
and year out, and Death is the only Her- 
cules who can break the power of its beak 
or unclench its claw. 
So also Virgil and 
Homer wrote fables about vultures prey- 
ing upon the liver, but there are those here 
to day with whom it is no fable, but a 
territic reality. 


That young man smoking cigarettes and 
smoking cigars has no idea that he is get- 
ting for himself smoked liver. That young 
man has no idea that he has by early dis- 
sipation so depleted his energies that he 
will go into the battle only half armed. 
Napoleon lost Waterloo days before it was 
fought. Had he attacked the English army 
before it was re-enforced and attacked 
division by division, he might have won the 
day, but he waited until he had only 100,- 
000 men against 200,00(», 
And here is a 
young man who, if he puts all his forces 
against the regiment of youthful tempta- 
tions, in the strength of God might he 
drive them back, but he is allowing them to 
be re-enforced by the wir ole army of mid- 
life temptations, and when all these forces 
are marched against him and no Grouchy 
comes to help him, and Blucher has come 
to help his foes, what but immortal defeat 
can await him? 


Oh, my young brother, do not make the 
mistake that thousands all around you are 
making in opening the battle against sin 
too late—for this world too late, and for 
the world too come too late. 
W hat brings 
that express train from St. Louis into Jer- 
sey City three hours lute? 
They lost 
fifteen minutes early on the route, and that 
effected them all the way, and they had to 
be switched off here and switched off'there, 
and detained here and detained there, and 
the maU who loses time and strength in the- 
early part of the journey of life will suffer 
for it all the way through, the tirst twenty 
years of life damaging the following fifty 
years. 


Some years ago a scientific lecturer went 
through the country exhibiting on great 
canvas different parts of the Luninn body 
when healthy, and different parts when 
diseased. 
And what the world wants now 
is some eloquent scientist to go through 
the country showing to our young people 
on blading canvas the drunkard's liver, 
the idler's liver, the libertine's liver, the 
gambler's liver. 
Perhaps the spectacle 
might stop some young man before he 
comes to the same catastrophe, and the dart 
strike through his own liver. 


My hearer, this is the first sermon yon 
have heard on the Gospel of Health, and 
it may be the last you will ever hear on 
that subject, and I charge you in the name 
of God, and Christ, and usefulness, and 
eternal destiny, take better care of your 
health. 
When some of j'ou die, if yonr 
friends put on your tombstone a truthful 
epitaph, 
it will read: 
"Here lies the 
victim of late suppers," or it will be: "Be- 
hold what chicken salad at midnight will 
do for a man," or it will be: 
"Ten cigars a 
diiy closed my early existence," or it will 
be: 
"Sat down in a cold draught and this 
is the result," or it will be: 
"I died of 
thin shoes last winter," or it will be: 
"Went out without an overcoat and took 
this last chill," or it will be: "Thought I 
could do at 70 what I did at 20, and I am 
here," or it will be: "Here is the conse- 
quence of sitting half a day with wet feet," 
or it will be: 
"This is where I have 
stacked my hearvest of wild oats,"or, in- 
stead of words, the 
stone-cutter 
will 
chisel for an epitaph on the tombstone 
two figures, namely: a dart and a liver. 


There is a kind of sickness that is beau- 
tiful when it comes from overwork for 
God, or one's country,or one's own family. 
1 have seen wounds that were glorious. 
After the battle of Antietamin the hospital' 
a soldier in reply to my question: "Where 
are you hurt?" uncovered his bosom and 
showed me a gash that looked like a badge 
of eternal nobility. 
I have seen an empty 
sleeve that was more beautiful than the 
most muscular forearm. I have seen a 
green shade over the eye shot out in battle 
that was more beautiful than any two eyes 
that had passed without injury. 
I have 
seen an old missionary worn out with the 
malaria of African jungles who looked to 
me more radiant than a rubicimd gymnast. 
I have seen a mother after six weeks' 
watching over a family of children down 
with scarlet fever, with a glory around her 
pale and wan face that surpassed the 
angelic. 
It all depends on bow you got 
your sickness and in what battle your 
wounds. 
Frederick T. Frelinghuysen, the 
pride of New Jersey—aye, of the nation— 
and one of the pillars of the Christian 
Church, and for nearly four years prac- 
tically 
President 
of 
the 
United 
States, although in the ofiSce of Secretai7 
of State, in his determination to make 
peace with all the governments on this 
American continent, were himself 
out, 
and while his hrjun was as keen as it ever 
was. and his heart heat as itj;ularly as it 
ever did, he waS according to the bulletin 
of his physicians at 
Washington 
and 


dart thi-ongh his liver., The last my dear 
friend—for he was my friend and iUy 
fathers friend before me—^the last he was 
seen in Washington wss in the President's 
carriage, leaning his head against the 
shoulder of the President on his way to the 
depot to take the train to go home to die. 
Martyr of the public service, he died for 
his country, though he died in time of 
peace. 
In his earlier life he was called 
the nephew of his uncle, Theodore Freling- 
huysen, but he lived to render for God 
and his country a service that will make 
others prouu to be his nephew, and which 
will keep his name on the scroll of history 
as the highest style of Christian statesman 
tha^ this century or any other centuiy has 
produced. 
My Lord and my God! if we 
must get sick and worn out, let it be in 
thy service and in the effort to make the 
world good and happy. 
Not in the service 
of sin. 
No! No! 
()ne of the most pa- 
thetic scenes that I ever witness, and I often 
see it, is that of men or women converted 
in the fifties or sixties or seventies want- 
ing to be useful, but they so served the 
world and Satan in the earlier part of their 
life that they have no physical energy left 
for the service of God. 
They sacrificed 
nerves, muscles, lungs, heart, and liver on 
the wrong altar. They fought on the wrong 
side, and now, when their sword is all 
hacked up and their ammunition all gone, 
the; enlist for Emmanuel. 
AVhen the 
high mettled cavalry horse which that man 
spurred into many a cavalry charge with 
champing bit and flaming eye and neck 
clothed with thuUder, is worn out and 
spavined and ring-boned and spring-halt, 
he rides up to the great Captain of our 
salvation on the white horse and off'ers 
his services. 
When such persons might 
have been through the good habits of a 
lifetime crashed the battle ax through 
helmeted iniquities, they are spending 
their days and nights in discussing the 
best way of breaking up their indigestion, 
and quieting their jangling nerves, and 
rousing their laggard appetite, and tryinor 
to extract the dart from their outraged 
liver. 
Better converied late than never! 
Oh, yes; for they will get to Heaven. 
But 
they'will go afoot when they might have 
wheeled up the steep hills of the sky in 
Elijah's chariot. 
There is an old hymn 
ttat we used to sing in the country 
meet- 
ing house when I was a boy, and I remem- 
ber how the old folks' voices trembled with 
emotion while they sang it. 
I have for- 
gotten all but two lines, but those lines 
are the peroration of my sermon:

reached by Dr. Eichardson, the English 
pliysiologist, in some exiDoriments on 
the respiration of animals in pure oxy- 
gen. 
In most cases, a steady flow of 
fresh oxygen rendered the animals con- 
fined in it excited and feverisii,^ and 
none were quieted 
or made 
sleepy. 
When, however, the oxygen, after, hav- 
ing been passed once thrpugh the cham- 
bers containing the ainimaflg/sueli as the 
cat, dog, guinea-pig, rabbit and pigeon, 
became drowsy and fell quietly asleep ; 
aud when the gas was again used after 
another purification, .the sleep became 
deeper, and some of the animals soon 
died. 
The oxygen appeared chemically 
pure at each time of using, and the 
cause of its remarkable change in effect 
is as yet a mystery. 
Whether some 
peculiar modification 
of 
oxygen 
is 
formed during respiration, or whether 
the toxic properties are due to some 
active product of respiration which has 
escaped detection in the inhaled gas, is 
a problem 
which will doubtless be 
studied with much interest.—^rA.an- 
saw Traveler. 


THE most common attendant of white 
lead is permanent white, or sulphate 
of baryta, and this mixture may be rec- 
ognized, 
says 
the 
London 
Çoach 
Builder, 
as follows : 
Boil a 
small 
quantity of the pigment i n a glass test 
tube or flask, with nitrio acid diluted 
by an equal measure of water, the white 
lead thus dissolving, while any sulphate 
of baryta remains as a white residue. 
To prevent any chance of error in this 
proceeding, it is recommended that the 
residue be allowed to settle, the clear 
liquid poured off, and the deposit again 
treated with nitric acid, and then boiled 
with water.

The deerhoond was 
another favorite of 
Landseer's, and 
suggests pictures of hills covered with 
heather, 
and 
deerstalkers 
crouching 
thereon with the hounds straining at 
their leash. 
Dr. Cains 
seems to al- 
lude to tho deerhound as the ga/e- 
hound—so called because he hunts by 
sight and. not l>y scent; and he also de- 
scribes the greyhound fully, althungh 
he does not account 
for the 
name, 
which can hardly be derived from the 
L'olor of the animal. 


As we are now in the domain of 
sporting diigs. we tlnd the old English 
pointer still a favorite show animal, al- 
though his employmoit in the field is 
now much restricted. 
You have prob- 
ably hitherto imagined the gi-iiïon to t>e 
a fabulons beast; the best available 
French di(îtionary declares it so to be; 
the griffons appear at the dog sliovv, 
and prove to be nothing more formid- 
able tlian a rough coated variety of 
pointer, all of which griff(nis hail from 
Holland or Belgium. 
The setter is a 
dog of Englisli blood, and is mentioned 
by Calus among the 
"gentle 
dogges 
serving the hawke."" 
But the red or 
Irish setter seems to be a distinct va- 
riety, probably of Celtic origin. 
One 
of the most ancient poems of Wales, 
attributed to a native prince, describes 


Yatec, my dog, that is well trained ; 
Dormarthedd, with the brown nose. 
That ranges with a serpent's motion— 


a description which suggests vividly 
enough the motion of a setter at work 
in the field. The retriever is a more 
modern cross, with something of the 
setter and Newfoundland in his com- 
position, and is aptly divided, into 
wavy coated and eurly coated varieties.

AT a certain lead factory in 
the 
east of London live cases of more or 
less sudden death, at different dates, 
have been attributed to the effects of 
lead. 
In two of the cases an exami- 
nation was made by Mr. A. Wynter 
Blyth, who has communicated his re- 
sults to tbe Chemical Society. 
In one 
case 24.25 m. grams of lead sulphate 
were separated from the liver, and 5.4 
grams from one kidney. 
Lead was 
also found in the brain. 
In the other 
case, which occurred about a year 
after the first, the brain was thoroughly 
examined, and from the analysis made 
Mr. Wynter calculates that the whole 
cerebrum would contain 99.7 m. grams, 
or a possible total for the whole brain 
of 117.1 m. grams of Pb So4. 
There 
has been jio reasonable hypothesis, ac- 
cording to Mri Wynter, to explain the 
profound nervous effects of the assimi- 
lation of 
minute quantities of lead, 
but it is allowed that lead forms defi- 
nite compounds with essential portions 
of the nervous system, resulting it may 
be in destruction of important nerve 
centres.—Engineering.

CALL JTOlt MR. W ASH BURN B. 


Ward H. Lamon was Mr. Lincoln's 
traveling companion on his celebrated 
journey from Springfield, 111., to Wash- 
ington, when the President-elect was on 
his way to assume the oflice of Presi- 
dent. 
The air was full of rumors of 
plots for the assassination of the Presi- 
dent-elect, and in consequence of a re- 
port that an attempt would be made on 
his life 
at Baltimore, the program 
arranged for the trip to Washington 
was suddenly changed, and Mr. Lin- 
coln, who had gone from Philadelphia 
to Harrisburg, the intention being to 
proceed from the latter place to Balti- 
more, was brought back to Philadelphia 
and placed on the regular midnight 
train leaving that city for the capital. 
In addition to Col. Lamon, Mr. Lin- 
coln had as a body guard, Allan Pinker- 
ton and another detective. 
Mr. Wash- 
burne was the only man in Washington 
who knew that the 
President-elect 
would arrive at the capital in the early 
morning instead of the afternoon, as 
was originally proposed. 
The arrival 
of Mr. Lincoln at the capital ia best told 
in CoL Lamon's own words. 


"I never closed my eyes," said Col. 
Lomon, "during the trip from Phila- 
delphia to Washington. 
The story of 
the cloak and the Scotch cap to dis- 
guise Mr. Lincoln had no fomdation. 
There was no attempt at disguise and 
no occasion for it. We reached Balti- 
more at Daybreak, and, as the cars 
were being examined and made ready 
for the transfer through 
Baltimore 
from the President street depot to that 
at Camden street, we could hear the 
remarks made by the trainmen and 
those about the station in reference to 
the anticipated arrival of Lincoln dur- 
ing the afternoon of that day. 
Mr. 
Lincoln and myself remained in the 
berth until the train left Baltimore. 
I 
did not know, nor did Mr. Lincoln ex- 
pect, Mr. Washburne was to meet him 
at the depot in Washington. 
Besides, 
I did not know Mr. Washburne by 
sight. 
On reaching Washington we 
left the train and proceeded with the 
other passengers toward the large room 
of the Baltimore and Ohio depot front- 
ing on New Jersey Avenue, intending 
to pass through to the street, and tak- 
ing a carriage drive to the residence of 
William H. Seward. When we reached 
the waiting-room a man approached 
Mr. Lincoln, laid his hand on the 
shoulder of the President-elect, 
and 
called his name. 
I paid no attention 
to what he said, but in an instant my 
pistol was at his head, as was also that 
of Allan Finkerton. Mr. Lincoln grasp 
my arm and said: 
'Ward, this is Mr. 
Washburne. 
You must be more care- 
ful of our friends.' I replied: 
*Mr. 
Washburne should have more sense 
than to accost you in this place in such 
a manner.' 


"Although I afterwards became well 
acquainted with Mr. Washburne, he 
never forgave me for this demonstra- 
tion. 
I have often thought of this in- 
cident, and could never explain to my- 
self how Mr. Washburne escaped death 
that morning from my pistol or that of 
Allan Pinkerton. 
Had Mr. Lincoln 
first seen and recognized Mr. Wash- 
burne it would not have aroused our 
suspicion, but Mr. Lincoln did not see 
Mr. Washburne until his han4 was laid 
on Lincoln's shoulder and Mr. Wash- 
burne called his name. It was a very 
close call for Mr, Washburne."—Chi- 
cago News^

While Europe has produced some re- 
markable giants, America leads in this 
respect, and in the early days was peo- 
pled by races so astonishing that all the 
dragons and fanciful monsters which 
the vivid imaginations of the writers of 
old have pictured, fail to compare with 
the actual reality. 
In fact, if it were 
desired to-day to produce a book of 
wonders and marvels, describing the 
dragons and other terrifying creatures, 
it would only be necessary for the his- 
torian to refer to the geological discov- 
eries of the last thirty years, and rep- 
resent the animals just as they were. 
What was the dragon of St. George to 
certain huge bat-forms, or the unicorn 
to the loxolophodon with its many 
horns ? The roc of the Arabian Nights 
was not more wonderful than some of 
the fossil birds, and even the great cut- 
tles, the Poulpes of the grave Bishop 
Poutoppidan, seem Mmost equaled by 
the giant squids of to-day, some of 
which are fifty and sixty feet in length. 
In short, the imagination • of man can- 
not picture wonders to compare with 
the actual creatures which have lived 
upon the globe. 


In the geological halls of the Museum 
of 
Natural History, Central 
Park, 
there is upon one of the shelves an ob- 
ject about five feet and a half in length, 
extremely bulky, and weighing so many 
pounds that two men find it all they 
desire to carry. 
It is of a brown hue, 
and might be taken for the trunk of a 
fossil or part of a huge branch. 
At its 
stde lies a small white bone four or five 
inches long, with a label to the effect 
that it is the corresponding bone of a 
living crocodile. 
In fact, the great 
brown mass, as bulky as a large man 
stretched at full length, is the thigh or 
hip-bone of an American giant, which 
in former years roamed the great cre- 
taceous sea of the west 
The largest 
crocodile of to-day is about twenty feet 
in length, and its thigh-bone four or 
five inches. 
If the thigh-bone of the 
Atlantosaurus, of which this ia a part, 
be six feet long—and Prof. Marsh has 
discovered one eight feet in length— 
how long must its possessor have been ? 
This is an example in proportion, which 
will admit of widely different answers, 
perhaps; but while my readers are 
guessing I will say that geologists be- 
lieve these giants to have attained a 
length of from eighty to one hundred 
and twenty feet 
While they have 
been likened to crocodiles, they differ 
entirely from them in appearance, hav- 
ing long legs, an attenuated tail and 
neck, and a small head; giants of won- 
derful structure, living in the shallow 
waters of the great seas of the time, 
floating perhaps, or anchored by their 
prodigious feet and taih 


These «olossal samrians were a com- 
mon feature of the life in the Jurassic 
days, when a vast sea covered Kansas 
and most of the Western States.— 
Wide Awake,

ordeal until the last one remained, who 
was "it" 
Thii "it," Dr. Bolton imd, 
is a very polite expression in the games 
of English-speaking ehfldren, 'foir hi 
Germany the one who is "it" is called a 
"wolf" instead of "it;" in Japaner, 
"oui," or "little devil;" in Malagasy, 
"bucca," or "leper," and in Hawaiian, 
"crazy one."

Prof. Bolton said he had collected 
counting out rhymes in twenty . lan- 
guages, civilized, half-civilized and bar- 
barions. 
Among these languages ^ a 
the Peqiobscot'Indian, Japanese, Ara- 
bic, Turkish, Malagasy, Bulgarian, Ap» 
menian, Swedish, Italian. 
Russian, 
Portuguese, Spanish, and Basque. The 
Bulgarian child rhymes, he said, were 
too pronounced for repetition, but he 
recited examples in a dozen languages. 
In Dutch he has collected 
fourteen 
counting-out rhymes, in Germany 269, 
and in English 454 
Altogether, by 
corresponding with scholars in all parta 
of the world, he had obtained 86'» 
counting-out rhymes. 


One of the most common jingles i a 
all languages was the following : 


One, two, buckle my shoe; 
Three, four, shut the door; 
Five, six, pick up sticks; 
Seven, eight, lay them straight, etc. 


There is a fund of curious allusioas 
in the doggerel rhymes. Dr. Boltou 
continued. 
Here is one picked op 
after the expedition of the Emperer 
Napoleon into Russia^: 


The First Lieutenant was so naati 
He stopped in battle to wash hia feet. 


Another, which shows how ancient 
the patter is, is: 
Nebuchadnezzar, tiie king of the Jews. 
Slipped off hi« slipper* and slipped en his ahoea. 


A modern instance showing local 
coloring in the United States is : 
There was a little rattlesnake, 
He ate too mach of wedding-cake. 
And made his little belly ache. 


As to the origin of almost all of the 
children's doggerel. Dr. Bolton said he^ 
believed it descended from the remote 
antiquity. 
The ancients were accus- 
tomed to cast lots in the most solemn 
acts of life. It was considered an ap- 
peal to the Almighty. 
In the middle 
ages casting lots was degraded to a 
superstition, and Christiana used un- 
meaning formulas to impose on the 
people, pretending to cure diseases and 
forecast theiuture. 
In the well-known 
doggerel: 


Eckery, acker j, ukerj an^ 
One-ery, twö-ety, etc. • ^ 
— 


• The "eckery" is S^sci-if for "one." 
It i^ probable, Professor Bolton said, 
that "ackery" was originally a word 
also. 


There was only one corrupt Latiu 
verse that Dr. Bolton could remember. 
Itis: 


In hoc Domine, quod, 
Duck's foot plump in tho mud. 


It is probable that the jingles that 
the children now use in games were 
formerly written on papers and hung 
around the necks of people in the 
middle ages to keep off the plague or 
to cure hydrophobia, gout, and rheu- 
matism. 


Children nowadays, however, are in- 
clined to improve on the old doggerel. 
Dr. Bolton had interviewed a good 
many children in all languages, and 
found it difficult to understand them. 
Consonants were not preserved, and 
vowels were of no account to the chil- 
dren, 
As an illustration of his diffi- 
culty, Dr. Bolton wrote this woid oa 
the blackboard : 


PHTH-OLO-aíí- rBRH. 


This was the way a man named Tur- 
ner wrote his name, and when asked to 
justify his spelling he said: 


"Phth" in "phthisic" is sounded "t," 
"olo" in "colonel" is sounded "ugh," 
"gn"iu "gnaw" is "n," and "yrrh" in 
"myrrh^' is soundedi ^if. " 


Dr. Bolton gave this examjple 6f the 
manner in which titildren chánge the 
rhymes. In the Eastern Statep, there 
is a jingle which rnn^as follows H 
John says to John how ^jsgb are your geese ? 
John layi to John twenty 
apisoa; 
John says to John that la too dear, 
John says to John get out 
li«re.

The Temperature of the Skii. 


The experiments of Davy long ago 


demonstrated irrefutably that the tem- 
perature of the interior of the body 
varied little in man with race, climate, 
or season; yet it is familiar to all that 
the temperature of the skin varies con- 
siderably in different parts, the ex- 
tremities, for example, and those parts 
of the skin in which tht circulation is 
feeble being cooler than other part*. 
Onite recently some interesting experi- 
ments to determine theae variations of 
the surface havs been made by Prof. 
Kunkel at Wurzburg. Taking the skin 
of the fare in the first instance, he finds 
that in men from twenty to thirty years 
of age it varies from eighty-tire to 
eighty-nine degrees K, with an ap- 
proximate average of eighty-eight de- 
grees. The skin nf the more exposed 
part* of the body, as the tip of the 
nose and the lobules of the ear, in 
whi^h the circulation U low and feeble, 
exhibited a low temperature, not ex- 
ceeding in many instances seventy-five 
degrees, or even <left<-ending as low as 


TLTi degree*. 
The skin covering th* 


muscular jxirtion of the body is warmer 
than that over the bones and tendons. 
Contraction of the muscles csused the 
temperature of the superjacent portion 
of the skin to rise on* degree or more.
